William A. Wilson, president of the Election Board, said 
last night a detailed study of the# ----------------- - 
iituation has been made ai the 
request of State Senator Robert B. 
Kimble. 
Wilson said that since there is a 
Ftate-wide plan under way to make 
v oting machines mandatory, Sen­ 
ator Kimble asked the boajd here 
to outline in detail for him. just 
what the use of machines means 
financially, and to make the in­ 
formation public so the sentiment 
of the people can be obtained. 
Sav ings Item ized 
In the detailed report, which was 
compiled, Wilson said, aiter a full 
analysis of the county v oting prob­ 
lem, plus careful comparisons with 
other counties which hav e ma­ 
chines, the sav ings are itemized. 
To fully understand the whole 
problem, Wilson points out. it is 
first necessary to realize that the 
county now spends $24,372.13 to 
conduct a prim ary election, and 
then spends this same 
a m o u n t 
again to conduct the general elec­ 
tion. 
County and state elections are 
held ev ery four years, but each 
two years, a congressional elec­ 
tion is also held. So the cost ap­ 
pears in the budget twice a»s often 
as many people think at first hand. 
There are 182 ballot judges and 
182 clerks at a cost of $22 per 
day. 
Also there are 182 return judges 
a t $22 per da.y, who receiv e an 
additional $5 per day for being 
sworn in.

These present salaries for each 
•lection total $16,926, 
Other costs include such items 
as rent for polling places, $780;

MT. LAKE PARK—The former 
Allenhurst Hotel, a landm ark in 
Mt. Lake Park for at least 60 
years, was destroyed by fire Sun­ 
day night. 
Now owned by Arthur Warnick 
nnd containing four apartm ents, 
the two-story fram e structure had 
an estim ated value of $10,000. ac­ 
cording to Fire Chief Emroy Bold­ 
en of the Oakland Volunteer Fire 
Company. He said it would take at 
least $30,OM to replace the build­ 
ing at today’s construction costs. 
Fire Chief Bolden said the blaze 
broke out in the rear of the struc­ 
ture and probably was caused by 
an over-heated 
gas 
stove.

alarm was received at 10:15 p. rn. 


and the Oakland Fire Company of 
25 men responded. 
They used water from the tanks 
on their two fire trucks and at one 
point figured the blaze had been 
stopped. Then, the flames ate their 
way into the attic of the building 
and inside particians. To add to the 
difficulty, the community’s w ater 
supply was not adequate to fur­ 
nish water for the firem en’s hoses. 
Chief Bolden said high winds fan­ 
ned the flames and within a short 
time the building had been re­ 
duced to ashes. Firemen fought 
the flames in zero weather. 
The Deer Park Volunteer Fire 
Company joined the forces fighting 
the blaze soon after the Oakland 


company 
arrived. 
Chief 
Bolden 
said the building contained at least 
20 rooms and had been owmed by 
Warnick for IO years. 
No one was injured in the fire 
as there was plenty of tim e to 
warn the occupants of the four 
apartm ents.

It has to be confessed that there is an ominous 
ring to the announcement that Russia's attention, 
lately given in special degree to agricultural develop­ 
ment, will 
be turned to an expansion of heavy 
industries. 
This change, if events run true to the 
usual form, means a greater emphasis on preparation 


for war. 


Inasmuch as nobody knows what is going to 
happen. America can only engage in nervous specula­ 
tion. Perhaps that is what the Soviet Union wants— 
to keep this country perpetually on the anxious seat.

The defense-minded San Fran­

Tournament bid because they’re 
confident of going into the NCAA 
Tournament, yesterday established 
themselves m ore firmly as the 
nation's No. I college basketball 
team . 
» The Dons, who ousted Kentucky 
from the lead last week, topped 
the tenth weekly Associated Press 
ranking poll of sports writers and 
broadcasters by a margin of near­ 
ly 300 points, although they re­ 
ceived fewer first-place votes than 
they did a week ago. 
Points, as usual, are scored on 
the basis of ten for each first place 
vote, nine for second, etc. 
Dona Win 18 Out Of 19 
San 
Francisco, 
winning 
two 
games last week to bring its sea­ 
son record to 18 victories in 19 
games, drew the first-place votes 
of 61 of the 126 voters and a total 
of 1,164 points. Last week the Dons 
had 68 firsts and only 1,107 points. 
Kentucky, back on the winning 
path after losing its seven-weeks 
lead in the poll, again registered 
867 points, but with only 12 first- 
place ballots as compared to last 
week’s 19. LaSalle, holding third 
place, increased its point total to 
706 while Duquesne, still fourth, 
dropped to 571. 
While those first four teams got 
through the week without defeats, 
the rest of the rankings were 
thoroughly shaken up as a result 
of Utah’s split of a two-game series 
with Brigham Young and Minne­ 
sota’s double-overtime victory over 
Illinois in their tussle for the Big 
Ten lead. 
Utah, although it beat BYU Sat­ 
urday to wipe out the Friday de­ 
feat, skidded from fifth place to 
tenth in the rankings. Minnesota, 
a 78-71 winner, moved up from 12th 
place to eighth and Illinois fell 
from tenth to 14th. Marquette, un­ 
beaten since its opening game and 
the first “at large” team selected 
from the NCAA Tournament, regis­ 
tered another big gain, going from 
ninth place to sixth.
